according to it's ancient Latin name, Buſneia, 
BusNEy, from the Greek Bes, an Ox. But it 


ſhould be remembered, that there are many 
kindred appellations in and about Oxford, which 
conduce to illuſtrate and confirm my hypotheſis. 
Need I mention Bullington Hundred, in which 


Oxford is fituated, Bullock's Lane, and Bull.

original Denomination ? The ſame Antiquarian, 
in his learned preface to f Robert of Glouceſter,

to exclude Mr. Hearne's rational hypotheſis. 
Why may we not ſuppoſe, by way of reconci- 
ling both opinions, that the Ford was common 
to horned cattle in general? Nay, that even Cows 
had more concern in this caſe than is commonly 
ſuppoſed, ſeems very probable from the name of 
the neighbouring village, Cowley. 


Having thrown new light on a circumſtance 
which has occaſioned ſo much diſpute, the 
diſcuſſion of which was a proper introduction to 
the enſuing hiſtory, I now proceed. to a parti- 
cular deſcription.
